FTER that the Frerch 
King had, in one Campaign 
a only, conquer’d and brought 
under his SubjeCtion a great Number 
of Towns and confiderable places 
in Flanders, and given Peace to 
his People by the Treaty of Peace 
concluded at Aix la Chapelle in the 
year 1667, it was His Majefties 
defire that they who had contribu-

His Kingdom then Enjoy’d, fhould 
partake of thofe Advantages which 
at the hazard of their Lives, and 
Expence of their Blood , were 
purchas’d for others. ’Iwas this 
confideration that moved that Prince 
not only to apply himfelf to the 
reparation of thofe Dammages and 
Evis the Wars had produced, but 
allo to provide for the neceilities 
of both Officers and Soldiers, that

if Portal, you come into the great Court, 


called the Royal Court, becaufe. of its 
Beauty and Largenefs ; where you are 
furprized with the fight of Fourfcore 
Portico’s or Piax%a’s, which fuftain Four- 
fcore more, forming large Galleries, 
which ferve for agreeable Walks in all 
times; there you may admirethe feveral

At this great Gate is the Main Guard 
of Four Companies, ( one only being 
at the Gate of the Anticourt ); near to 
it you fee the Grwe, or Carcan, an In- 
ftrument of Punifhment for the Offend- 
ers ; which is a Poft faftned into the 
ground, with an Iron Collar tied to it, 
in which the Delinquent’s Neck is put, 
when any of the Soldiers are found 
suilty of Tranfgrefling the Rules of 
the Houfe. Here you have always a 
Centry and oneof the Porters, and by it 
is the Magazine for the Arms. This and 
the Side Gates ( which feldome have 
any Centry ) are conftantly open all 
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This great Court has Four other leffer 
Courts on both fides of it ; which be- 
ing all diftinguifhed and furrounded 
with different Bodies of Lodgings, form 
that great Square of the Hofpital, whofe 
Angies are flank’d with Four great 
Pavilions, and the middle fupported by 
Three afcents of Steps coming out, 
each of them having Six Steps.a-piece.

They are double and oppofite one to the 
other at the end and on both fides of 
the Galleries, each containing two large 
Rooms, with a defcent into the Pave- 
ment for the Water to run down, be- 
ing daily waiht: ‘They are conveniently 
fituated for the Soldiers, and near them. 
Privies for the Officers having their par- 
ticular Keys to them. The Priefts, In: 
firmeries, the Devote Sifters, and other 
Officers, have Houfes-of-office in their 
own Appartments. 

Befides the above defcribed five Courts 
and the long Yards, there are Six other 
Private Courts not open to all People;

Whilft the Houfe was a building,there 
was a Comptroller of the Works eftablifhed, 
who was to take care of, and have a 
watchful eye upon the Workmen, and 
all that relaced to the Structure of the 
Houfe ; his bufinefs was to examine all 
the Materials, to reject what he found 
not to have the conditions and qualifi- 
cations requifite ; he was to be careful 
that all things were done and placed 
according to the rules of Art, and ac- 
cording to the agreement and defign 
that had been made. But now that 
the Building is finifhed, his employment, 
at prefent, is to fee that all Reparations. 
be made in due time, and in manner as 
they ought ; he keeps an account of alk 
thofe who work for the keeping it in 
repair, and obliges them. to good and 
fubftantial work according to contract, 
and gets them to be paid atthe end of 
every quarter, upon the Certificate he 
sivesthem to becarried to the Direëfors, 
who thereupon Sign an Order to the Trea- 
{urer of the Houfe for the Payment of it.

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Before the Building of this Hofbital, 
the Invalid Officers and Soldiers were

of all the Officers and Soldiers: But

Lines in the Garretsto dry them : ‘They 
fail not to mend what is Old and Torn, 
contributing all their endeavours to- 
wards the Frugality and good manage- 
mentof every thing. 

They take care to lay up and keep 
the Wearing-cloaths of the Sick in a Maga- 
zine, during the time their Ilinefs ob- 
liges them to ftay in the. Inprmeries; 
where they make ufe only of a large 
Blew Night-Gown, which thofe Devote 
Sifters bring them, and a Pair of Slippers, 
at their firft coming in. 

Seeing there is in the Wardrobe of 
the Infirmeries a great many and different 
Suits of Wearing Apparel, it would be a 
dificult matter to diftiuguifh every ones

Cloaths ; therefore thefe S7- 
ers have contrived a particular way to 

avoid all miftakes that might arife from

The Third and laft Branch of the Re- 
venue Of this Houfe, confifts of Three 
Heads: 14. Of all the Hhjpitals hereto- 
fore appointed for Receiving of Pilgrims. 
2dly. OF all the Hoirals defign'd for 
thofe infected with the Plague. And 
gdly. Of a confiderable part of the 
Hofpitals founded for the ufe and enter. 
tainment of Lepers, called Maladreries. 
The firft, being of Pilgrimage, and for 
the relict of Prime, is now almoft 
out of ufe, are for ever annexed to 
this Houfe. The second, whilft there 
is no Plague, is with fome reltrition 
appropriated. And the Third only for 
one part, the other, together with 
the Holpitals of St. Lazare, being ap- 
pointed and appropriated for the ufe 


and fubfiftence of the new Knights of 
St. Lazare, who'are chofen out of the 
Maim’d and well-deferving Officers

actually 
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actually in Service. Thefe Three forts 
of Hopital are very Numerous in 
France 3 the Maladreries efpecially, have 
good Revenues, intended formerly for 
fuch only as were infected with Le- 
profe ; which Difeafe in former Ages 
being accounted no lefs common than 
Contagious, is now known only by 
its name; fo that the Infettion of Le- 
profie, as well as the Itch of Pilgrimage, 
is Wholly ceafed. 

Thefe Maladreries, by fucceffion of 
time, and the ends ceafing for which 
they were at firlt defigned and found- 
ed, have been within thefe 160 years 
laft paft , applied to feveral AMdona- 
Reries, and other Pious Ufes. The 
“fefuits of  Bourdeaux alone enjoyed 
Fifteen thoufand Livers a year of them, 
and fo did other Religious Houfes ; 
and even many private men of 
Quality held them as Church Livings 
and Benefices: All which are now ap- 
propriated to the Invalids and maimd, 
as 1 mentioned before. _ 

And in regard that thofe former 
Appropriations to feveral Monatte- 
ries and Pious Ufes, as atorefaid , 
were done by the Authority of the 
Prince, and according to forms of 
Law. Many therefore, notwithftand- 
spe sean a dus 
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ing the King’s Order, would not 
part with them without Law; fome 
claiming a Lawful Right and Title ; 
fome fianding upon Prefcription; and 
others as Ab/olute Benefices, nor former- 
ly Maladveries. The King therfore for 
thefe Reafons , and for the further 
and better difcovery of all Ad<aladre« 
vies Within the Kingdom, paft a 
Contract in the year 1668. to fome 
particular Perfons; who for the re- 
covery of thofe Revenues from the 
feveral concerned Perfons, Bodies and 
Parties, either Natural or Political , 
are to have for their Encourage- 
ment, and in confideration of their 
Pains, Care, and Charges, the firft 
Five years Rent arifing out of the 
Maladreres, to. begin from the Pay- 
ment of a confiderable Sum, which 
upon the Pafing of the faid Con- 
tract , was paid by the faid Perfons: 
to the King, as a Fine for their 
good Bargain. It is credibly report: 
ed 5 that thefe Contrachers have been. 
at above Sixty thoufand Crowns Charges 
in Difcoveries and Eaw-fuits upon 
this bufinefs, which at firft occaGoned 
fome diforder, and made great noife 
and clamour im many places of the 
Kingdom: But all was foon ap- 
peafed, 
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peafed, and now the matter is long 
fince endéd and fetled to the Kings 


"Satisfaction, and anfwerable to his de- 


fipt. 
This Branch is faid to amount to 
a Hundred and fifty thoufand Crowns 
of Yearly Revenue, or thereabouts. 
Thefe Three forementioned Branches 
are the Foundations of the Revenues 
of this Houfe: If more be of late add- 
ed, it’s more than L have been able to 
learn. But at firft this Fund ferved 
both for Building of the Houfe, and 
for the Maintenance of the Soldiers; 
tho its confidently reported, that by rea- 
fon of the vaft Charges of the Build- 
ings, the mighty Expences of the 
Church, which is one of the nobleft 
Models in Europe, and every way 
Magnificent, and other Additional 
Buildings fince, and the number of 
the Invalids much increafing ; the 
Houfe about Sixteen years ago con- 
tracted a Debt of Fifty thoufand L- 
wers, Which the King fome time af- 
ter caufed to be paid out of his own 
Revenue. But I am credibly informed, 
That about Four or Five years ago the 
Hofpital was in fo flourihing a Con- 
dition, that they lent the King above 
Fifty thoufand Crowns; Whether they
